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Manufacturers'  shipments  and  new  orders 
in  March  continued  near  the  high  level  of  the  first 
two  months  of  the  year,  after  seasonal  adjustment, 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce  announced 
today.  Unfilled  orders  rose  slightly  to  a  season- 
ally adjusted  backlog  of  $50.7  billion  at  the  end 
of  March  and  inventories  increased  $125  million 
to  a  level  of  $60.  2  billion. 


Durable  goods  shipments  in  March  of  $19.0 
billion,  seasonally  adjusted,  declined  slightly 
from  February,  according  to  the  Department's 
Bureau  of  the  Census.  Increased  activity  in  the 
electrical  machinery  and  instruments  areas  were 
offset  by  lower  shipments  in  stone,  clay,  and 
glass,  fabricated  metals,  and  miscellaneous 
durable  goods  industries.  All  other  major  indus- 
try groups  remained  at  their  February  levels. 


Shipments     of     nondurable     goods     totaled 
$17.4    billion   in   March,      after    seasonal    adjust- 
ment,   an  increase  of  1  percent  over  a  month  ago. 
Relatively  larger  increases    were    recorded  in  the 
tobacco  and  textile  mill  products  industries. 


Ne'w  orders  received  by  manufacturers  of 
durable  goods  during  March  amounted  to  $19.4 
billion,     seasonally   adjusted,     down    slightly   from 


the  record  February- January  rates.  The  major 
industry  groups  showed  mixed  patterns,  with  the 
stone,  clay  and  glass,  electrical  machinery,  and 
miscellaneous  durable  goods  industries  recording 
moderate  declines.  Small  increases  were  re- 
corded, however,  by  the  primary  metals  and 
furniture  industries.  New  orders  for  the  defense 
products  series  declined  8  percent  in  March  to  a 
seasonally  adjusted  amount  of  $2.2  billion. 


The  February  backlog  of  unfilled  orders 
for  the  durable  goods  industries  in  March  in- 
creased for  the  third  consecutive  month  to  $47.  8 
billion,  seasonally  adjusted,  up  about  $150  mil- 
lion from  February.  This  backlog  was  2  percent 
higher  than  a  year  ago. 


Inventories  of  durable  goods  manufacturers 
amounting  to  $36.0  billion,  after  seasonal  adjust- 
ment, showed  a  slight  increase  over  February. 
All  industry  groups  recorded  only  minor  changes 
in  their  inventory  holdings.  Higher  inventories 
in  work-in-process  and  materials  and  supplies  in 
March  were  offset  by  a  decline  in  finished  goods. 


Nondurable  goods  manufacturers'  inven- 
tories remained  at  the  February  level,  after 
seasonal  adjustment  of  $24.  2  billion.
